DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 10, 
2009 has been entered. 

2. Claims 7-10 and 21-24 are pending in the present application. Claims 1-6 and 
1 1-20 have status cancelled. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on August 10, 2009 has 
been considered by the examiner, note attached form PTO-1449. Note reference "BG" 
cited on form PTO-1449 was crossed through a translation of the document was not 
submitted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 5-1 0 and 1 9-24 are allowed. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach the combined limitations of independent claims 7 and 21 . 
Specifically with respect to independent claim 7, the following limitation is not disclosed: 
controlling, by the computer system, the serving of the ad, for rendering on a client 
device, using the determined relevancy of the ad, determining, by the computer system, 
whether the ad has geolocation price information corresponding to the geolocation 
information accepted; and if it is determined that the ad has geolocation information 
corresponding to the geolocation information accepted, then determining a score using 
at least the geolocation price information, otherwise determining the score using at least 
general price information of the ad, wherein the act of controlling the serving of the ad 
further uses the score of the ad, and wherein the geolocation targeting information 
associated with the ad corresponds to an area defined by at least three geographic 
reference points. Claim 21 is a Markush type claim, and incorporate limitations parallel 
to claim 7, therefore it is allowed for similar reasons.
